On Soviet Russia

on his visit to that country. 

Written in clear, concise lan- 
guage, the work, which is relatively 
brief, enables the man in the street 
and the college student to obtain 
a wider and clearer understanding 
of what has happened in Soviet 
Russia. 

Having pointed out that the so- 
cialist state is a great governmental 
experiment not yet completed, the
